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$58 TAX RATE ANNOUNCED 


Wilmington’s 1956 tax rate 
whas been set at $58.00, the 
thoard of Assessors and Town 
Manager Joseph F Courtney an- 
nounced, 

The new rate has increased 
$2.00 over the 1955 tax rate 
of $56.00, and is only $2.00 
higher than in 1950 - one of 
the lowest increases over the 
Past six years in the state. 

Using the formula required 
by State law, the Assessors 
have computed the Schoo] share 
of the 1956 tax rate at $30.61 
an increase of $3.78 over 
1955. 

The Town Government share of 
the tax rate actum ly dropped 
$1.78 from $29.17 in 1955 to 
$27.39 this year. 

Since 1950, the tax rate for 
Town Government has decreased 
$11.41, while the school tax 
rate has increased $13.41 dur- 
ing the same period. 

This is the first time that 
the school share of the tax 

rate has exceeded fifty-per- 
cent; reports Town Manager 

Courtney. In 1955 the school 
percentage was 47.9%; this 
year it is 52.3%. 

The recently completed re- 
appraisal of property is re- 

flected in the new valuation 

figure of $15,341,685 which 
increased $2,093, 302 over the 

1955 assessed valuation of 
$13, 248, 383. 

Although the Assessors have 
not completed an analysis of 

the results of the reappraisal 

it is unofficially estimated 

that approximately $1, 500, 000 
of the valuation increase is 
due to new residential and 

industrial construction, and 
approximately $600,000 is es- 

timated to represent the net 
incre@se in assessed valuation 

from reappraisal, including a 

large number of properties not 

previously assessed, 

the relatively small increase

Even though there is no doubt in the mind of 
the people of Wilmington that AVCO is going to 
locate their research and development plant 
here, and even though there are now several new 
residents of this community who work for that 
company, there has always been in the minds of 
the local p:ople a mystery as to just what AVCO 
wants to do with a research plant here. 

At the time of the rezoning of the land which 
AVCO is buying it was pretty well understood in 
a general way, that AVCO was working on Inter- 
al centinental Ballistic Missiles, fa program which 
is surrounded by such secrecy. (Intercontinent- 
al Ballistic Missiles are weapons, rockets, de- 
signed to bombard the enemy at a4 distance of 
5000 miles). 

It remained for TIME magazine to publish the 
story of just what AVCO is doing. In the issue 
of August 13th TIME reported a speech in New Or 
leans by Brigadier General Don R Ostrander, 
Assistant Deputy Commander of the Air Research 
and Development Command. General Ostrander re- 
vealed to the Air Force Association (present 
from Wilmington was Miss Mildred Buck of Woburn 
Street, Secretary of the Massachusetts Chapter) 
the story of the missiles to date.

in total assessed valuation 
from the reappraisal program 
is the result of the announced 
policy of the Board of Assess- 
ors to retain the established 
assessment percentage of fifty 
percent of sound value. 

This policy is contrary to 
the practice of other commun- 
ities which have undergone re- 
appraisal. Usually the tax 
rate has dropped sharply be- 
cause of an overall] increase 
in assessed value - frequently 
up to sixty to seventy-five 
percent of sound value, 

The reappraisal program is 
estimated to represent a dif- 
ference of approximately $2.40 
on the tax rate, which would 
otherwise have been $60.40, 
as had been estimated at the 
annual town meeting last 
March.
